California — San Diego. — Month of November, 1910. Popula- 
tion, 45,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 55, including 
tuberculosis, 9. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 1, measles 1, scarlet 
fever 16, diphtheria 3. 

Connecticut. — Month of November, 1910. Population of report- 
ing towns, 1,111,526. Total number of deaths from all causes 1,249, 
including typhoid fever 24, measles 2, scarlet fever 6, diphtheria 28, 
tuberculosis, pulmonary, 94. Cases reported: Typhoid fever present 
in 38 towns with 139 cases, measles in 16 towns with 158 cases, 
scarlet fever 141 cases in 36 towns, diphtheria 323 in 56 towns, 
tuberculosis 111 in 40 towns. 

Florida. — Reports from the State board of health show as follows: 
Week ended December 3, 1910. Typhoid fever present in 2 localities 
(Tampa and Jacksonville) with 3 cases, smallpox in 6 counties 
(Dade, Gadsden, Hillsborough, Jackson, Leon, Manatee) with 36 
cases, scarlet fever in 1 locality with 2 cases, diphtheria in 2 localities 
with 4 cases, malaria in 3 localities with 15 cases, tuberculosis in 1 
locality (Lake City) with 1 case. 

Week ended December 10, 1910. Typhoid fever present in 1 
locality (Tampa) with 4 cases, smallpox in 5 counties (Duval, Escam- 
bia, Hillsborough, Leon, and Madison with 38 cases, diphtheria in 2 
localities with 2 cases, malaria in 4 localities with 25 cases, tuber- 
losis in 1 locality (Tampa) with 3 cases. 

Georgia — Macon. — Month of November, 1910. Population, 
45,000; white, 25,000, colored, 20,000. Total number of deaths from 
all causes 40, white 24, colored 16, including typhoid fever 2, tuber- 
culosis 1. 
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Illinois — Alton. — Month of November, 1910. Population, 
17,528. Total number of deaths from all causes 18, including tuber- 
culosis 2. Cases reported: Scarlet fever 1, diphtheria 4. 

Kansas.— Month of October, 1910. Population, 1,703,002. Total 
number of deaths from all causes not reported. Deaths from con- 
tagious diseases include typhoid fever 69, smallpox 1, scarlet fever 3, 
diphtheria 28, tuberculosis 66. Cases reported : Typhoid fever 388, 
smallpox 66, measles 11, scarlet fever 287, diphtheria 278, tuber- 
culosis 266. 

Kentucky — Louisville. — Month of November, 1910. Popula- 
tion, 223,928. Total number of deaths from all causes 253, including 
typhoid fever 8, diphtheria 1, tuberculosis, pulmonary, 35. Cases 
reported: Typhoid fever 12, scarlet fever 22, diphtheria 47, tuber- 
culosis, pulmonary, 47. 

Minnesota. — Month of September, 1910. Population, 1,979,658. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 1,859, including typhoid fever 
102, scarlet fever 14, diphtheria 35, tuberculosis 149. 

Stillwater.— Month of November, 1910. Population, 12,528. Total 
number of deaths from all causes 9, including typhoid fever 1, tuber- 
culosis 1. No cases of contagious disease reported. 

New Jersey. — Month of November, 1910. Population, 1,183,699. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 2,879, including typhoid fever 
46, scarlet fever 6, diphtheria 92, tuberculosis 350.
